There ,are people who 
collect the laiger Jgray shells to sell 
to the smaller restaurants that an 
inferior order of snuil, or even the 
humble mussel, may be substituted. 
The snail which is to tempt the palate 
of the epicure inust not be eateh.be-' 
fore the 'last week in September.
